Martin Niemoeller'was born in West Prussia in 1893. In 
the carly war years he was a sub-licutenant in a German 
battleship. In 1916 he was promoted ticutenant and joined 
the submarine service. By 1918 he ‘was commanding a 
U-boat in the Mediterranean, 


After the War he. left the Navy, married, and settled 
down to be a farmer. The collapse of the mark ruined him 
and he turned to the Church, While studying for ordination 
he took any work that he could find, and became bank, clerk, 
plateplayer, harvester, railway clerk. lHe was ordained in 
June, 1924. As pastor of a small church in Berlin's fashion- 
able suburk, Dahlem, he soon became known for his uncom- 
promising Evangelical views. 

As head of the “Emergency Unicn of Pastors,” his out- 
spoken resistance to the paganism. of the Nazi movement 
inevitably resulted in clashes with the authorities. His first 
suspension from office came on January 30, 1934. | He has 
been detained several times since then. Finally, he was 
‘imprisoned on July 1, 1937, for “malicious attacks against the 
State."—-He is still held on this charge, without trial. He has 
four children, .

In: the Britlsh army, General Sir 
.{Edmund Ironsida seems destincd to 
play a commanding role in event of 
war, He fs Inspector general of the 
overseas forces and is responsible for 
co-ordinating the efforts of ll 
British troops away from home, 


He was one of the victtms of 
War, Minister Leslie Hore-Bellsha's 


“purge” of the -high command, in]: 


1937. It had been expected that In 
event of war he would be the com- 
mander of the Britlsh expeditionary 
force on the Continent. But in 1938 
he wag cent to Gibraltar, 


At Gibraltar, “Blg Bill" (6 fect 4, 
weight 252) broke all tradition. He 
refused to take Ife easy. He Ime 
proved the fortifications and anti- 
wtrcraft defences, Now, largely duo 
to his efforts, the British general staff 
believes that Gibraltar once more is 
impregnable. Ironside’ .was restored 
to the-high command Inst June. 


Ironside was born on May 6, 1880. 
wine 16 he ran away ‘from. school 
und jolned the army as a drummer 
boy, Hls parents recaptured him, 
but he made them agree to permit 
him to rejoin’ the army when he 
finished school. 

After the Boer War he became 
Weary of routine soldiering and went 
Into intelligence work. He first 
sought, information regarding Ger~ 
man military methods in German 
West Africa. One day, disguised as 
a native, he was walking down tho 
main street of Windhuk when a 
German officer rede up, threw him 


the relns of his horse and said, “Wait 


for me." Ironside walled for hours. 
When the German reappeared he 
threw the “native” two marks. 

Ton years‘Iater on the: Western 
Front In France, Ironside and’ the 
German officer, Sixt von Arnim, 
commanded opposing armies. Iron- 
side wore the two marks on a chain 
around his neck, hoping to repay the 
German in his own coin, but they 
never met face to face, 

On the Western Front "“Blg Bill" 
ulwnys was accompanied by a 
brindled bulldag—even in the front 
lines, The dog's collar was decorat- 
ed with the Mons ribbon and had two 
wound stripes. He still takes o dog 
with him to the war office. 

Ironsido was a captain in 1014 
and_a.major. general_when..the war. 
ended, He was 39 then. Both his 
early age and the speed with which 
he attained the rank were without 
parallel. 

Some of his sayings are: 

“Do not blame the stupid generals 
too much. Remember that soldiers 
cannot Iearn thelr trade in peace 
time.” 

“The British genius is for im- 
provination, but will there be time 
for Improvisation in the. next war?" 

"The most diMcult military feat 
ig to gauge the proper size of an ex- 
peditionary force, Its numbers are 
always too small.”
